But, there's a problem. 
TIGHTEN THE SCREWS 

Before | tell you all about the auto- 
mated features and incredible sound of 
these CDs, let me explain just how we 
plan to deliver these CDs for such an 
admittedly foolhardy price.

And, live sound doesn't mean the sound 
you hear at a concert where you are sim- 
ply listening to the auditorium's PA sys- 
tem. Live sound means sitting right in 
the middle of the orchestra.

CD gives you a signal to noise ratio of 
98db. There is absolutely no hiss, no 
scratch, and best of all, no surface noise.

namic range is simply the difference in 
sound level (volume) between the softest 
and loudest recorded sounds.

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standing next to a jet engine.

1)Early discs did sound harsh. A char- 
acteristic of pressing LPs is that they 
drop off from 5-10,000hz, so recording 
engineers tend to boost those frequen- 
cies when they mix master recordings. 

Afew slight cuts with an equalizer will 
bring even the first discs back to super 
smooth, sonically alive sound. CDs have 
a perfectly flat vibrant response. 

2)True again. CDs were in short sup- 
ply and not many titles were released 
during the first few months. Now there's 
a virtual avalanche of thousands oftitles. 

3)True again. Not all CDs come from 
digital masters. CDs from digital mas- 


ters can sound phenomenally better than 


a conventional LP. (It's earthshaking.) 
But, when analog (conventional) mas- 
ters are recorded in the studios, they are 
recorded on two inch wide tape at 15 
inches per second. They sound great. 
Most sound quality is lost in pressing 
records and copying cassettes. A CD 
from an analog master isn't quite as good 
as from a digital master, but its superior- 
ity over an LP is still like day and night. 
CDs are now a standard format. There's 
no stylus to wear out and the disc doesn't 
wear out because nothing touches it. 
LOADED | 
These CD disc players are the latest 
Japanese-made second generation, type. 
They have a 3-beam, laser servo system 
with heavy sampling for superb sound. 
You can select up to 9 tracks with the 
Emerson or 16 with the BSR in any order 
you like. Then, just sit back and enjoy the 
sound. There’s even a repeat button. 


So, you can repeat your selected tracks 
or the entire disc over and over again. 

Just touch a button and you can skip 
to the next track during play, or repeat 
the track you are listening to. A display 
shows you the track that is playing and 
the elapsed time, or the total time. 

Installation consists of simply plug- 
ging it into any ‘aux’ input on your re- 
ceiver or preamp, nothing special. 

So, about the only difference between 
BSR's and Emerson's is that BSR's can 
program 16 tracks instead of 9, and Em- 
erson's has a 95db dynamic range as 
compared to BSR's 96db.

Even before we could get our catalog to press with BSR's and Emerson's CDs, Sharp brought in their CD and 
wanted to be in our catalog. Well with two CDs already, | had to say no. But, Sharp wanted in, so read on.

It's a remote CD. Sharp gave us their 
top of the line programmable CD with 
infrared random access remote control. 

You can sit in your favorite easy chair 
and simply touch the '9 Button' to listen 
to track 9. You can hear a track again by 
simply pushing Reverse APSS (Automa- 
tic Program Search). And, if you want to 
skip to the next track, push Forward APSS. 

You even have remote 'Cue' and 'Re- 
view' which lets you listen to a song at 
15 times normal speed to find just the 
part you want. It’s a feature I’ve never 
seen in a CD, and obviously requires 
incredible technology. 

And speaking of extra features, Sharp's 
has a headphone jack which is another 
feature not found on most CDs. And of 
course, it's fully programmable. 

You can program up to 9 selections in 
any order you desire. You can program 
them at the player or from the remote. 

Then if you touch the repeat key, you 
can have the entire CD repeat, a single 
song, or any songs you have programmed. 

So, whatever selection(s) you choose, 
will automatically repeat endlessly, for an 
evening or a day of uninterrupted music.

It's no secret. You can see that it's a 
double deck for dubbing.

It's not red. And it has no aroma. But it 
is definitely a rose amongst the thorns.

Some are very good 
and you will find them in DAK's catalog.

It's up to you. If you don't mind seeing 
some ‘video’ labels living in your stereo 
system, you will be able to listen to your 
stereo system explode with turbulent 
life as you switch in these components. 

Here’s what happened. dbx makes pro- 
fessional noise reduction and dynamic 
enhancing equipment for studios and 
top of the line audiophiles. | 

They took their circuits and packed 
them for the videophile market and quick- 
ly found out that 1) their salesmen didn't 
know anyone in the video market, and 2) 
not everyone was connecting their video 
recorders to their stereo systems (An al- 
most impossible concept for the dedi- 
cated engineers at dbx to grasp). 

Anyway, here are 3 of their sound en- 
hancing 'black boxes', that because of 
their regular prices, could never find their 
way into a traditional stereo system.

It's ashame. But, it’s also a great oppor- 
tunity to get a pair of 15" audiophile 
loudspeakers with the newest in stereo 
imaging at a market-breaking price. 

Imagine a precisely matched mirror 
image pair of top-of-the-line BSR speak- 
ers that can effortlessly recreate the cata- 
clysmic impact of a full orchestral cre- 
scendo at full volume and yet offer flaw- 
lessly subtle sound detail to 21,500hz. 

You'll thrill to thunderous bass all the 
way down to 26hz. Incredibly rich, full, 
vibrant sound at low volume will explode 
with life as you increase the volume. 

But before we examine the front speak- 
er complement, the twin overlapping 
crossovers and the top mounted sonic 
placement and ambiance speakers, let's 
see why they were almost orphaned. 

You see, BSR, the half billion dollar 
electronics giant, is the parentcompany 
of two of the best names in up-scale 
audio, dbx and ADC.

A puppy may be man's best friend.

It's called a subwoofer. And, normally . 


it is the beloved pet of only the most 
ardent audiophiles. 

Its not generally understood that it 
can be used with virtually any speaker 
system in any stereo. And, in addition to 
substantially increasing and perfecting 
the bass response, it has a significant 
impact on the mid-range clarity too. 

Before | tell you exactly how mar- 
velous your stereo will sound when you 
connect this subwoofer to it, there are 
two things you should know. 

First, you'll be getting your new friend 
at a phenomenal price. DAK has sold 
over 10,000 of Cerwin-Vega's 12" sub- 
woofers. They hada retail price of $332, 
but we sold them for $164*9. 

Second, your new friend comes com- 
plete with a paid up health insurance 
policy in the form of a 2 year limited 
warranty from its father, BSR. 

By the way, the puppy sitting on top of 
the subwoofer is the same puppy | used 
with Cerwin-Vega's, but wait till you hear 
what's under him now. You'll have BSR's 
15" massive infusion of explosive bass, 
added to your system for just $9999, 

But don't be misled. BSR bass is clean 
and tight; never sloppy or overpower- 
ing. It adds a feeling of depth and full- 
ness to your music that you simply can't 
get with two or 3-way speaker systems.

er systems is that the bass overpowers 
the system.

(He asked me to tell you 
that he only looks fat in the picture be- 
cause of the effect of the number of ex- 
posures | needed to show his full swing.) 


With this system you can really refine 
your game. | can't personally attest to 
improving your tennis or golf games, 
because I'm too busy writing catalogs to 
take time off to play.

With video cassettes costing as little 
as $5, why not send one to an old friend

a great way to revive old friendships. 

As many as 30% of all households are 
estimated to have VHS recorders. So, 
there’s a good chance your old friends 
already have recorders. 


My wife is planning to send out about 
6 copies of a tape about us to her old 
‘best’ friends in'Akron, Ohio and Denver, 
Colorado and Phoenix, Arizona.

REALLY EASY 

Touch the trigger on the camera. The 
tape will start. Touch the trigger again 
and the tape will stop. 

You'll have easy TTL (through the lens) 
viewing. There's a focus control and a 
3X zoom lens. A green LED shows you 
that you're recording and a red LED shows 
you if there's not enough light. 

But don't worry about light. You need 
only 35 lux, which is about normal room 
light for perfect recordings. 

A 4-position switch lets you optimize 
the camera for standard incandescent 
light bulbs, fluorescent bulbs, full sun, or 
cloudy days. It’s easy; it's quick, and 
you'll be amazed at the results. 

A unidirectional electret condenser 
mike mounted on the camera picks up 
the sound with astonishing clarity. 

You'll have loads of features, including 
speed search, still frame, audio dub- 
bing, and automatic fine editing. 

You'll particularly like the remote con- 
trol because it allows you to freeze frame, 
advance frame by frame, and activate 
fast forward or reverse visual scan. 

A FRANK COMPARISON OF 

CAMCORDERS AND SEPARATES 

There are two types of video systems 
on the market, and a dizzying array of 
formats. Let's look at formats first. 

Camcorders use 8 millimeter casset- 
tes, mini VHS, Beta or full size VHS. 
Obviously, standard VHS cassettes with 
their 10096 compatibility with all VHS 
home units and their 6 hour recording 
capability are our choice. 

The problem is that while a few of the 
smaller format cameras with 20 minute 
recording capability can weigh some- 
what less than 5 pounds, VHS camcor- 
ders can weigh over 8 pounds 

Emerson's system has a camera that 
only weighs 1.54 pounds. Holding up 8 
pounds to your eye can be a real pain. 


Of course, when you add Emerson's 
recorder at 10.6 pounds, it weighs more 
overall. But, the 10.6 pound recorder is 
supported by a comfortable shoulder 
strap. So, you only hold the 1.54 pound 
camera up to your eye. 

And, with separates, you can take the 
recorder without the camera for dub- 
bing or playing tapes. 

Its impossible to say which format 
will eventually win the contest. But, whe- 
ther it's separates like the Emerson, or 
full size VHS camcorders, your tapes 
will be 10096 compatible. 

AT HOME TOO 

You'll get a TV tuner that turns this 
recorder into a standard home video 
recorder. You can record off the air VHF 
2-13 and UHF 14-83. 

The recorder has both VHF channel 3 
and 4 output capability, so you can con- 
nect the recorder to any TV. 

It also has 'video' inputs and outputs, 
SO you can connect it directly to a TV 
monitor or to any other video recorder. 

Just use normal 'audio' type RCA patch 
cords for really clean copies of casset- 
tes. So, it's a portable dubbing machine. 

There's an adjustable shoulder strap. 
And, it's backed by a limited warranty.

It'S not like using expensive film that 
has to be processed. With six hours 
costing about $5, you'll have a ball.

It's really hard holding on for your 
life while you try to shoot pictures. But, 
the tape sure is a blast to watch. 


UNNECESSARY OPTIONS 

Basically the system comes with every- 
thing you need. But, here are a few extras. 

You can order extra rechargeable bat- 
teries. Each charge (2V2to 4 hours) gives 
you about an hour of recording. So, if 
you want to record more than an hour 
without recharging, an extra battery is 
just $24.95 ($2 P&H) Order No. 4363. 

You can operate this system from your 
car, boat or plane's 12V cigarette lighter. 
The cable is just $9.95 ($1 P&H) Order 
No. 4364. 

What if you're alone and you want to 
record yourself. We have a tripod for the 
camera. (Yes, there's a standard tripod 
mount on the camera.) You absolutely 
do not need this to hold the camera 
steady when you're recording on the 
move. But, if you're working alone, it's 
just $39 ($4 P&H). Order No. 4365. 

Finally, if you're out in the bushes where 
you don't have access to a TV and you'd 
like to show off your tapes, we've got an 
AC/DC black and white (D cells not in- 
cluded) 5" TV for just $69 ($5 P&H)

It's made by Olivetti. And, they say it is 
10096 IBM compatible. In fact, it's so 
compatible that it runs IBM 3.10 DOS. 

INCREDIBLY POWERFUL 

There are 3 free expansion slots (the 
4th is used for the hard disk controller), so 
you can add any full size IBM compatible 
boards you wish. And with a 110 watt 
power supply, you've got power to spare. 

Ituses a high-speed 16-bit 8088 pro- 
cessor to push out the work. And speak- 
ing of 'out' (and in), there are RS232 
Serial and Centronics Parallel ports.

Hacker Whacker 


lf your company has a computer with a dial up modem, now you can have password protection for your data. Don‘ t 
let competitors, disgruntled employees or hackers gain access to your company's secrets.

And how long does it take for your 
heart rate to return to normal? 

Well, if you're at all like me, you may 
be a little out of shape. While I'm only 
37, several friends of my own age have 
recently had heart attacks. And frankly, 
l'm getting just a bit worried. 

You see, | am getting past the point 
where | can simply say, “VIl get back into 
shape next year." 

So, whether you're a long distance 
runner (this is the ultimate jogging com- 
panion), or justa few pounds overweight 
like | am, your heart rate will give you a 
picture of your heart and body s condition.

The Truth About Gra 


By Drew Kaplan 

This is not an ad. It is an explanation of 
all graphic equalizers. It is not an attempt 
to promote equalizers sold by DAK over 
any others. It is meant solely to give you a 
thorough understanding of what an equal- 
izer can do for your home, car and por- 
table stereo systems. . 

WHAT IT IS 

An equalizer is really just a series of 
10 or 12 volume controls. The difference 
between your main system volume and 
an equalizer's volume controls is that 
each equalizer volume control affects only 
one area of the frequency spectrum. 

Bass and treble controls can't help 
because they indiscriminately boost every- 
thing from the mid-range down or from 
the mid-range up. Each actually affects 
about 50% of the frequency spectrum. 

So, if you slide up the 31.5hz volume 
control on an equalizer, only sounds in 
the 25hz to 4Ohz like a string bass are 
really increased. Why is this important? 

Well, the human ear can hear frequen- 
cies from about 20hz (20 cycles or vibra- 
tions per second) all the way to 20,000 
hz. Your stereo system, to a greater or 
lesser degree, produces these sounds. 

Butfor a number ofreasons, your stereo 
system and mine are unsuccessful. An 
equalizer simply helps your stereo sys- 
tem accurately reproduce the entire fre- 
quency spectrum of your music. 

If your low bass is down 3 to 6db, 
you'll miss the excitement of a string 
. bass, a kettle drum or the lower regis- 
ters of a cello. By increasing the signal 
with an equalizer, you're not magically 
creating something that doesn't exist, 
you're simply reviving inadequate record- 
ing or reproduction. 

The same is true of the high end. The 
gentle sound of brushes on a cymbal, or 
the dramatic sound of glass shattering 
can be lost if the high end of your music 
is not reproduced at the same level as 
the mid-range. 

WHY AREN'T OUR STEREO SYS- 
| TEMS PERFECT? 

The plain bare fact is that virtually all 
systems and sources are flawed. FM re- 
ception suffers from FM preemphasis 
which causes the FM station to cut back 
on the high frequencies they broadcast. 

Try boosting the 8,000hz and 16,000 
hz to restore the impact and openness. 

While the low frequencies aren't a 
problem with the FM broadcast, the re- 
cords and tapes that both you and the 
FM station play are a problem. _ 

Low bass sounds are massive. That's 
why woofers are the biggest speakers in 
your system. If recording engineers don't 
cut back the level of the bass on records, 
your stylus simply can't follow the groove. 

And, if they don't cut back the low 
bass on cassettes, the signal will be 
saturated and all you'll get is mud. So, a 
boost at 63hz will give you dramatically 
enriched bass. 

A boost at 125hz or even 250hz will 
add warmth to your music, even though 
‘clinically’ the boost may not be needed. 

In addition to restoring impact and 
drama to your music, you can easily ad- 
just all the frequency bands to increase 
dramatic intensity, excitement and open-

ness. Nobody ever said that flat was per- 
fect, it's just a starting point. 
MORE PROBLEMS 

The biggest problem with your stereo 
system is probably your room. Speakers 
placed in corners tend to boom at 125hz. 

If they're in a bookcase, they tend to 
lack bass. Most speakers should be placed 
up to a foot from the wall. 

But, who can have an ideal room built 
for our stereos. This is my business, and 
| have one speaker in front of a window 
and another in front of a wall. There's a 
measurable and 'hearable' difference 
when the drapes are opened or closed. 

So with the aid of an equalizer, you 
can make your room ideal. You can com- 
pensate for a 125hz boom, or for a loss 
of high end because of drapes or couches. 

DON'T LEAVE OUT CDs 

| love my new CD players. (I have 3, 
one in each of my main home systems.) 
With a CD, you can, for the most part, 
forget the limitations on source material. 
They have the capability to accurately 
reproduce 20hz to 20,000hz flawlessly. 

But there are two things you should 
know. If they were made from analog 
(not digital masters), they'll need a cutat 
about 8,000hz or they'll sound harsh. 
And don't forget, everything about your 
system, your speakers, and your room 
still applies. An EQ will work wonders. 

THE ACID TEST 

Take your favorite record or tape to 
any HiFi store willing to demonstrate an 
equalizer. (Or try one of ours risk free. 
Sorry, no sales pitch.) Listen to the music, 
then switch in the equalizer. 

The results will be awesome and re- 
peatable with your own stereo system. 
ON THE ROAD 

With most equalizers you can transfer 
all of the dramatic improvements to the 
input of your cassette recorder so that 
you can make enhanced cassettes for 
your car or portable stereo. 

Wait till you hear the bass explode 
through the headphones of your per- 
sonal stereo, or the high end open up in 
your car stereo. 

NOW WAIT JUSTAMOMENT, DREW 

Now you should ask, "Awhile back, 


you said that recording engineers can't 


record the full bass on a tape." 

. "So, how can an equalizer | buy for my 
home, do something to help my per- 
sonal stereo and car stereo that can't be 
done in the studio?" 

Good question. You can't. Let me ex- 
plain. If you play a strongly boosted cas- 
sette on your home stereo you'll hear the 
boomy muddy bass that | talked about. 

But, since personal stereos are lack- 
ing the bass to start with, they sound 
terrific with the bass boost. 

And, it's the same in cars. Typically, 
they don't have a good high end. If you 
boost the signal at 8,000hz and 16,000 
hz in the house as much as in the car, 
you'll hear really raspy sound. 

Studios have to produce their records 
and tapes for average home systems. 
You can custom tailor your tapes for the 
weaknesses of various systems. 

But, don't accept anything in this arti- 
cle. Test it yourself. Go to a HiFi store 
and listen to an equalizer perform. 


hic Equalizers

An equalizer is the single most demon- 
strable stereo component you can buy.

But, with a 
spectrum analyzer, a microphone and a 
pink noise generator (all 3 are included 
with most top-end equalizers), you can 
actually test your room and system to 
see just what frequencies need help. 

You will 
learn by watching the analyzer's display 
just what instruments are active at just 
what frequencies. It'S amazing! You can 
literally watch each instrument or voice 
on this 'TV set' to your sound. 

Back to the basics. Testing your sys- 
tem is really easy. Just take the micro- 
phone to where you sit and switch on 
the pink noise. 

Pink noise is the scientifically cali- 
brated sound that evenly represents all 
frequencies from 20hz and 20,000hz. 

One quick look at the analyzer's dis- 
play will show you the exact state of your 
system. Nothing | can say or do can dra- 
matically display to you the condition of 
your system like this brief test. 

As you move the microphone around 
the room, you'll see just how directional 
your tweeters are. High frequency sound 
is very directional while bass sounds 
evenly fill the room. 

Don't be intimidated. You don't have 
to keep your system flat, | don't. I'm a 
cellist, and I'm used to stronger bass. 

And here's some bad news for you. If 
you're like me, I'm going to be 40 this 
year (horrors), your ears no longer are as 
sensitive above 12Khz to 14,000hz. 

So, even if your source is perfect, 
even if your system is perfect, and even 
if your room is perfect, you may not be. 

Because | work with high sounds (not 
loud ones) so much, I'm still able to hear 
16khz to 17,000hz but | guarantee you 
by the time I turn 50, I'll be cranking up 
the 8,000hz and 16,000hz controls. 

Please, | don't want to hear from the 
FDA, this isn't a medical device. But ask 
your doctor, he'll give you the bad news. 

| guess some day l'Il be selling equal- 
izers to the geriatric crowd with a line 
like, "If you're 72 like | am, you probably 
haven't heard a cymbal crash in years..”. 

Anyway, if you'd like to experience 
trumpets crashing out of your speakers, 
add a boost at 25O0hz and 500hz. If a 
female vocal sounds raspy, cut the 1,000 
hz and 2,000hz controls. Or if you want 
your walls to quiver with the pluck of a 
string bass or the blast of a bass tuba, 
boost the 31hz and 63hz controls. 

When you switch in an equalizer you'll 
hear an earthshaking, spine tingling im- 
provement in your stereo system's sound.

FIRST THE EQUALIZER 
YOUR STEREO'S HIDDEN SOUNDS 
Your stereo can sound incredibly bet- 


ter. Just a 5db roll-off at the high end, up 
around 14,000hz to 16,000hz, can just 
decimate the harmonics that give you 
the open feeling you'd experience at a 
live concert. A similar roll-off at 6Ohz, 
causes the fundamental bass notes to 
just fade away into the ‘murk’. 

An equalizer isn't some magical device 
that manufactures sounds that don't ex- 
ist. Most of the frequencies that will 
make your music really vibrant, are actual- 
ly already recorded in your music. 

You'll be able to prove this with a few 
simple tests we'll try when we discuss 
the Spectrum Analyzer. 

You see, certain frequencies are sim- 
ply not reproduced with as much volume 
as are the mid-range frequencies which 
stretch from about 800hz to 2,000hz. 

An equalizer simply lets you establish 
accurate control of all frequencies to fit 
your equipment, your recordings, your 
taste, and your listening environment. 

TOTAL MUSICAL CONTROL 

And, what a job it can do. It's totally 
unlike bass and treble controls which 
simply boost everything from the mid- 
range down for bass, or everything up 
for treble. You can boost the low-bass at 
31.5hz, 63hz and/or 125hz to animate 
specific areas or instruments. 

And, when you boost the part of the 
bass you like, you don't disturb the mid- 
range frequencies and make your favorite 
singer sound like he has a sore throat. 

The high frequencies really deter- 
mine the clarity and brilliance of your 
music. The problem is that highs are 
very directional. Wherever you move in 
your listening room, you'll find a big dif- 
ference in high end response, as you'll 
see when we test the Analyzer. 

No recording engineer or equipment 
manufacturer can even begin to control 
your listening environment. 


You can control the highs at 4,000hz, 
8,000hz and/or 16,000hz, to bring crash- 
ing cymbals to life at 16,000hz while at 
the same time you can cut tape hiss or 
annoying record scratches at 8,000hz. 

But there's more. Don't leave out the 
mid-range. You can boost trumpets at 
300 to 500hz or a clarinet at 1000hz. 
You can boost or cut any part of the fre- 
quency spectrum a full + 15db. 

TAPE DECK HEAVEN 

You can push a button and transfer all 
the equalization power to the inputs of 
two tape decks. Now you can pre-equalize 
your cassettes as you record them and 
get all the dramatically enhanced sound 
recorded right on your cassettes. 

This is an especially great feature when 
you play your cassettes on bass-starved 
portables or high-end starved car stereos. 


SIMPLY PLUG IT IN 

Use your tape monitor circuit, but don't 
lose it. Now your one tape monitor cir- 
cuit lets you connect two tape decks. 

Just plug the equalizer into the tape 
'in and 'out' jacks on your receiver or 
preamp. We even supply the cables. 

As you listen to your records, FM or. 
any 'Aux', any time you push the tape 
monitor switch on your receiver you'll 
hear your music jump to life. 

The output from your receiver is always 
fed directly to your tape deck(s) for re- 
cording, and with the touch of a button, 
you can choose to send equalized or non- 
equalized signal to your deck(s). 

When you want to listen to a tape 
deck, just select which tape deck you 
want, turn the switch on the equalizer, 
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and your tape deck will work exactly as 
it did before.

Look at this. You can dub tapes from 

‘deck 1 to deck 2, or from deck 2 to deck 
1 with or without equalization. 
. THE SUBSONIC FILTER 

Much of the power drawn from your 
amplifer is used to drive your woofers. 
When you drive the amplifier too hard, it 
clips and you end up with distortion. 

A subsonic filter removes a lot of non- 
musical material you can't hear that exists 
below 20hz. So, it relieves your amplifier 
of alot of work. It doesn't actually create 
more watts (Please, no letters from my 
‘technical’ friends) for your amplifier. 

But, its like turning off the air con- 
ditioning in your car. It saves you using 
about 7hp of what you have. And there- 
fore, you'll have more watts for clean 
powerful sounding music. 

THE SPECTRUM ANALYZER 

Now you can scientifically analyze 
your stereo listening room and test your 
equipment by using BSR's Real Time 
Frequency Spectrum Analyzer. 

Plus, you'll see your music not as a 
single level on a VU meter, but as a 
kaleidoscopic parade of 10 individual 
20 element VU meters. 

Each is tuned to a specific octave of 
the sound spectrum. An eleventh 20 ele- 
ment meter averages all levels. 

The effect is awesome. You can visual- 
ly isolate a string bass or cymbal, and 
actually see each individual instrument 
almost as a wave moving across the 220 
individual florescent elements. 

THE MOUTH AND EARS 

It talks. The Analyzer speaks with a 
voice of pure calibrated Pink Noise. Pink 
Noise is the standard composite ‘sound’ 
of all frequencies used for testing in labs 
around the world. All frequencies from 
20hz to 20,000hz are generated at the 
exact same level at the exact same time.

HOW TO TEST 

SPEAKERS, EQUIPMENT AND TAPE 

Testing your speakers in your listen- 
ing room is the really crucial test. Simply 
place the calibrated microphone where 


you normally sit to listen to your stereo. 


At the end of an 18 foot cord is the ear of the system. 
Just clip the mike wherever you sit and test your room. 


Turn on the Pink Noise. You can switch 
to Left Channel, Right Channel or both. 
There's a meter range button, a sen- 
sitivity control, and even a switch that 
lets you freeze the meter. 

Just sit down at the equalizer. Start 
with one channel. You'll see all 10 octave 
bands on the meter. Just slide the cor- 
responding controls to increase or de- 
crease any area that needs help.

But frankly, we never sold the 20,000 
we had expected to. So, | got smart. 

| started talking to you customers. | 
was dead sure that this top quality speak- 
erphone with its 10 number memory 
dialing and built-in 3 channel intercom 
was a dynamite. product. 

After all, we'd sold tens of thousands 
of hands free speakerphones for $39 to 
$49. And, we had also sold thousands of 
3 channel wireless FM intercoms for $49. 

Here's just about the best sounding 
hands free speakerphone l'd ever heard 
with a 3 channel intercom that didn't sell. 

Well, the darn misleading talk button 
seems to have been the problem. And 
now that l've got that straight, let me tell 
you all about the things that you can do. 
But first, let's look at the speakerphone. 
THE HANDS FREE SPEAKERPHONE 

Imagine the convenience. Simply dial 
a number without lifting a receiver to 
your ear. If no one answers, if the line is 
busy, or if you're put on hold, you'll be 
free to move around the room. 

You'll find dialing without lifting a 
receiver to be a really convenient fea- 
ture. And speaking of features, there's a 
jack on the back of this speakerphone 
that lets you plug in your conventional 
phone to use when you'd like privacy.

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Mind Manipulator 


Once you've got frequency response, signal to noise ratio and dynamic range whipped, the difference 
between the sound of your home stereo and the excitement of ‘being there live’ is all in your head.

You're no dummy. Close your eyes. 
Have someone make noises in different 
parts of the room you're in. You'll have 
almost no problem determining exactly 
where each sound was made. 

The reason you can locate the sound 
so easily, is that your brain interprets the 
incredibly small micro-second differen- 
ces between the time the sound reaches 
your right and left ears. Your smart brain 
continually 'tests the sound. 

TOO SMART 

So, when we all lived in the jungle and 
relied on sound placement to stay alive, 
we survived. When we heard lions to the 
left or tigers to the right, we knew which 
direction to run. 

But when you listen to your stereo 
system, your brain keeps doing the job it 
was intended to do. It accurately 'locates' 
your two speakers. 

Unfortunately, too much sound is pin- 
pointed and localized by your brain. Plus, 
many of the brain's natural location cues 
are lost in the recording process. 

LOST IN THE CROWD 

With so many sounds coming from 
the two relatively small distinct speaker 
points, the sound can be muddy, unreal- 
istic and lack live presence. 

In a live concert, you are exposed to a 
wide field of sound, with each instru- 
ment coming from a different location. 

While stereo does'spread' the sound, 
it lacks the 3 dimensional quality that it 
would have in a field or at a concert. 

ILLUSION 

Now from BSR comes a way to man- 
ipulate your brain into recreating the 
perception of a wide 'soundfield'. 

Imagine sitting in front of a stage with 
an orchestra spread out before you. Now 
imagine the widespread realistic sound 
you're about to enjoy in your own home. 

BSR, utilizing the latest solid state 
components, the latest hearing research 
and some innovative designing, is about 
to paint a panorama of sound throughout 
your listening area. 

There's no change in frequency re- 
sponse. There's no change in distortion. 
But, wait till you hear the improvement 
in width, heightand depth of your music. 

HERE'S HOW IT WORKS 

Normally you hear sound coming di- 
rectly from your speakers, with some 
sounds like a vocalist seeming to come 
from the center. 

The BSR Spatial Enhancer compares 
the signal going to each channel thou- 
sands of times each second. It then en- 
hances only the elements of separation. 

By a distortion free process, it simul- 
taneously amplifies all side sounds. This 
makes these sounds appear to come 
from farther to each side. 

The middle will sound richer. And as 
each part of your music diverges from 
center, it will be drawn more to the sides 
as well as forward and back, creating a 
vastly wider and deeper field of sound. 

In addition to losing track of where 
your speakers are located, you will per- 
ceive cleaner, more separated sound. It 
will sound incredibly richer and drama- 


tically more distinct, because instruments 
will be next to each other rather than on 
top of each other. 

There's an LED meter that shows the 
amount of separation between the chan- 
nels. The greater the number of LEDs lit, 
the more the spatial enhancement.

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Copying tapes is the simplest thing this dual auto reverse, dual recording cassette deck with Dolby C, RMPS, 
AMPS, Intro Scan and Sequential Record and Play Can do. It’s much more than just two recording decks.

You're listening to FM. Suddenly you 
realize thata song youreally like is being 
played. And unfortunately, you've already 
daydreamed through half of it. 

Well, now you can effortlessly build 
yourself a flawlessly recorded cassette 
collection of only your favorite songs. 

Simply set this new relay recording 
dual cassette deck to record your favorite 
FM station, and leave. It will record TWO 
COMPLETE CASSETTES on both sides 
in sequence so you'll have 3 hours of 
recording from two 90 minute cassettes. 

When you return, just start listening 
to one of the cassettes. When you heara 
song you'd like, just put the other deck 
into record and you'll end up with a 
flawlessly recorded tape of only your 
favorite songs. 


But look at this! This deck has a fea- 


ture called Intro Scan. So, if you're won- 
dering when you're ever going to have 
the time to listen to 3 hours of record- 
ings, worry no more. 

You can automatically play just the 
first 10 seconds of each song and only 
stop and record the ones you want. 

And, recording from FM is just one of 
the many uses for this incredible deck.

If you're copying a record, you can 
make two copies at once. You can make 
one for your car and one for your main 
stereo at the same time. 

You can even use different bias tapes 
in each deck because each deck has 
automatic bias sensing. 

Of course, copying tapes is where this 
deck really excels. And, making flawless 
copies of both sides of a cassette at nor- 
mal or high speed is just the beginning. 

You can find a selection on the tape by 
using AMPS. AMPS (Automatic Music 
Program Search) lets you touch a button 
to advance to the next song on the tape. 
Or, you can return to the beginning of 
the current song you are playing. 

It's a manual version of Intro Scan 
which I described earlier. It’s important 
to remember that both Intro Scan and 
AMPS automatically function on both 
sides of the tape. In fact, they ignore the 
different sides and simply look at your 
cassette as a 90 minute piece of tape. 

But there’s more. There’s RMPS. 
RMPS (Random Music Program Search) 
lets you play or listen to 15 random 
selections on your cassettes. 


So, you can listen to song 7, 2, 15, and 
6 on either side of the cassette. And you 
can copy a tape in any sequence you like. 

Again, RMPS doesn't care what side 
of the tape a song is on. It lets you listen 
or copy in any order. This may seem odd, 
but | tend to use this feature to get rid of 
songs more than | use it to select them. 

Let me explain. When I'm copying a 
record, it's a pretty good bet that | like 
most of the album or | wouldn't be copy- 
ing it. But there are always a few songs 
don't like. So | make a tape, then use 
RMPS to eliminate the songs | don't like. 

| DREW LIKES IT | 

Before | talk about the quality of the 
sound, l've just got to tell you about this 
deck's automation. 

Once you've programmed RMPS, one 
deck will fast forward, stop, then start 
playing a song. The other deck will switch 
into record and start at the same time. 

Then both decks stop while the first 
deck ‘looks’ for the next song it is to play. 
Then they both start up again. This deck 
is simply mesmerizing to watch in action. 

And | also like its continuous relay 
play. It first plays both sides of deck 1, 
then it plays both sides of deck 2. That's 
3 full hours of non-repeated music. 

But it never stops. It switches back to 
deck one and starts the whole 3 hour 
musical experience over and over again. 

BUT IT'S THE SOUND 

As fascinating as this deck is to use 
and watch, without Sansui's meticulous 
attention to electronic detail, it wouldn't 
be worth its computers. 

Sansui uses a unique High-Bs hard 
permalloy head and a double-gap ferrite 
erase head in each deck. In fact, the 
specifications are identicalfor both decks. 

The frequency response extends from 
20hz to 15,000hz with normal bias, to 
16,000hz with CrO? and to 17,000hz 
with metal. The signal to noise ratio with 
Dolby C is 74db. 

Each deck has dual capstans. Each 
deck has an electronically controlled DC 
motor for rock stable tape movement. 
And each deck's takeups and unwinds 
are operated by still another DC motor. 

There is one set of controls for all the 
mechanical functions. Just select deck 
A or B. There is record mute for clean 
intros and exits. | 

And there is 'Auto Fade'. Just touch 
this button when you're recording, and 
in 4 seconds your recording volume will 


fade to zero for clean professional end- 
ings. It also operates for intros. 

What if you start recording a song that 
you decide you don't like. Well, just touch 
the RCPS button and the deck doing the 
recording will stop, rewind to the begin- 
ning of the selection you are recording 
and place itself in record pause. . 

If you are dubbing, the other deck will 
automatically fast forward to the next 
song and place itself in pause. Sansui 
has produced a very intelligent deck. 

But, speaking of intelligence, there's 
one surprise that | think we ‘tape nuts’ 
will just have to get used to. 

This deck features Automatic Level 
Control for each deck. Frankly, it does a 
great job. You won't notice any of the 
dynamic range compression that l've 
always associated with ALC.
